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Gas Tax Use To End Bridge Toll Proposed

A State Highway Commission 
member today proposed ear* 
marking one-quarter of a cent 
of the state gasoline tax for re­ 
tirement of Mackinac Bridge 
bonds» • 


Commissioner Wallace (Mike) 
Nunn of East Tawas also said 
he would support increasing the 
gas tax by another one»four»h of 
a cent, using this money for 
construction of scenic highways. 


Nunn made his proposals at 


the annual meeting of the Upper 
Peninsula Road Builders Asso­ 
ciation at East Tawas. 


Nunn added he would support 
the proposals only if the addi­ 
tional gas tax Is over and above 
the one-cent Increase how being 
sought by the Michigan Good 
RoaâÇi Fédération. 


He said he was speaking only 
for himself, and not for other 
members of the State Highway 
Commission. 


Nunn estimated the passenger 
car toll on the Mackinac Bridge 
could be reduced from $3.75 to 
<2.40 if the commission is able 
to refinance the bridge with gen­ 
eral obligation bonds. 


"But as far as I'm concerned 
a $2.40 toll isn’t low enough," 
he said. 
“Earmarking 
one- 
fourth of a cent of the gasoline 
tax could enable us to reduce 
the toll to 50 cents or even eli­ 
minate it completely if we want­ 
ed to.” 


A 50 cent toll, Nunn said, 
would just about cover mainte­ 
nance and. administration costs 
of the bridge. Nunn said he 
favored at least the minimum 
toll. 


Reducing the toll 
on the 
bridge plus the construction of 
a network of scenic highways, 
would have a tremendous eco­ 
nomic 
impact 
on 
Northern 
Michigan and especially the Up­ 
per Peninsula, Nunn said. Some 
of the most beautiful scenery in 


the country, he said, is in Norti. 
ern Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula. 


“But much of it is inacces­ 
sible to tourists because of lack 
of roads. The south shore of 
Lake Superior and 
the St. 
Mary’s River are good exam­ 
ples/* he said. 


About th® only way to embark 
on a scenic highway program, 
he concluded, would be through 
the one-quarter cent added gas 
tax.

WASHINGTON CAP) — Two 
nationally distributed polls di­ 
verged sharply Tuesday on the 
attitudes of Republican voters 
toward Michigan Gov. George 
Romney and former Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon as their 
party's 
possible 
presidential 
nominee. 


The Gallup Poll said: 
“Richard Nixon emerges as 
the top chcdce of Republican 
voters of the nation as the 'best 
candidate' for the GOP." 


The Harris Survey reported: 
“At a time when Gov. George 
Romney appears to have a good 
chance of winning an election 
against President Johnson, for­ 
mer Vice President Richard 
Nixon seems to be sinking in 
popularity." 


The Gallup Poll said that 
among Republicans it found 
Nixon preferred by 52 per cent 
to 40 per cent for Romney with 
3 per cent undeckled. It- said 
that among independent voters 
Nixon and Romney each re­ 
ceived 43 per cent with 14 per 
cent undecided. 


Nlxea Trails Reaiaey 
The Harris Poll on the other 
band said that “when Republi­ 
cans and independents were giv­ 
en a list of potential GOP candi­ 
dates and asked their first 
choice, Nixon trailed Romney 
by 41 to 28 per cent. 


“In a direct showdown, with 
all other GOP potential nom­ 
inees out of it, Romney defeats 
Nixon by 58 io 41 per cent," it 
said. 


T*ie Harris Poll also reported 
that Romney received 53 per 
eent In à poll versus President 
Johnson whereas Nixon received 
43 per cent in a similar poll. 


Both polls were taken early 
the« month, officials said. 


Asked about the development 
in Lansing, Mich., Romney re­ 
plied that he did not want to 
get In the middle with the polls 
being “poles apart." 


Net Comparable 
The Gallup Poll, as first dis­ 
tributed, was withdrawn, and 
George Gallup Jr. said Sunday 
the reason was that different 
questions were asked in the 
latest poll from those asked in 
November and that the two polls 
therefore were not comparable. 


He sakl the basic question in 
the November poll was “which 
of these Republicans would you 
most like to see get the Repub­ 
lican nomination for president?” 
The F e b r u a r y question: 
“Which of these Republicans 
would be the best candidate?” 
The November poll had Rom­ 
ney favored by 51 per cent of 
Republicans and Nixon by 42 
percent.

Nuclear Ban 
Treaty Signed 
By 14 Nations 


MEXICO CITY CAP) — Four­ 
teen Latin-American 
govern­ 
ments signed the treaty of Tla- 
telolco Tuesday night to ban 
nuclear weapons from the vast 
territory between the United 
States and the antarctic. 


But before the first treaty 
banning nuclear weapons from 
a populated area is binding, it 
must be ratified by all govern­ 
ments controlling territory in 
the zone and guaranteed by the 
five nuclear powers.

Guatemala, Haiti, Mexico, Pa­ 
nama, and Uruguay.

Most diplomats who took part 
In the almost four years of ne­ 
gotiations insisted they feel the 
documents will be valuable. 


“At first the zone may look 
like a patchwork quilt," one 
said, “because some countries 
will waive the requirements for 
putting it into force and others 
will not. But even If only one 
country took the waiver it would 
still be important because that 
means one more country in the 
world wants to stay out of the 
nuclear arms race."

CHICAGO CAP) — The men­ 
acing problem of air pollution is 
attracting the major attention of 
legislators in many states, a 
study showed today. 


Many measures dealing with 
air pollution control already 
have been thrown into the leg­ 
islative hoppers of almost half 
the states of the Union. 


These measures touch on air 
pollution controls, waste dispos­ 
al and incinerator controls, tax 
exemptions for control devices, 
noise abatement and motor ve­ 
hicle emission devices and pol­ 
lution control commissions. 


Commerce Clearing House, a 
private reporting agency which 
made the study, said that tax 
exemptions, license credits and 
other Incentives designed to eli­ 
minate air pollution have been 
proposed in New York, Wash­ 
ington, Connecticut, West Vir­ 
ginia and Utah. 


Also being considered are pro­ 
posals for the establishment of 
statewide air pollution controls 
in Mississippi, Arizona, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Utah, 
Missouri and North Dakota.

G e o r ge 
Romney’s budget and fiscll re­ 
form proposals. 


Walter C. Averill Jr., a mem­ 
ber of the Saginaw Board of 
Education and president of the 
MASB, said Romney’s proposals 
do not provide enough money 
for quality education in Michi­ 
gan. 


He sadd circulars and petitions 
are being prepared by 10 educa­ 
tional groups around the state, 
asking Parent-Teacher Associa­ 
tion members, teachers, school 
officials, board members and 
other citizens to see their legis­ 
lators and present their objec­ 
tions. 


Set Mareh 1 Date 


Circulars on the subject were 
presented to members of the 
Saginaw board at a special meet­ 
ing Tuesday. 


Averill said he win ask 
Saginaw area P-TA groups to 
join the protest march, sched­ 
uled March 1 in Lansing. 


“We're appealing to every 
mother and father and every 
member of the various educa­ 
tional organizations to meet in 
Lansing with petitions to esk for 
a better fiscal reform program 
for the sake of Michigan’s chil­ 
dren." said Averill. 


Greapa Cooperate 
He said the groups organizing 
the protest are the Michigan 
Association of School Admin­ 
istrators, the Michigan Confer­ 
ence on Fiscal Reform for 
Quality Education, the Michigan 
Conference of Parents and 
Teachers, the Michigan Educa­ 
tion Association, the Michigan 
Federation of Teachers, the 
Detroit Board of Education, the 
Detroit 
Council 
of 
Parent- 
Teacher Associations, the De­ 
troit Federation of Teachers and 
the American Association of 
University Women, Michigan 
State Division. 


Averill said he is the chairman 
of a steering committee on 
fiscal reform for the groups. 


He said representatives of the 
groups met with Gov. Romney 
Feb. 3 and said later they were 
“unwXling to accept the gover­ 
nor's statement that his pro­ 
gram is the maximum the 
Legislature will accept." 


The governor’s program calls 
for a personal income tax of 
two and one half per cent, a 
five per cent corporate income 
tax and an eight per cent levy 
on financial institutions. It in­ 
cludes also a three-cents-a-pack 
cigarett tax hike.

Romney’s budget calls for 
3865 million for education, an 
increase of 870 million over 
present school expenditures. 


Averill said this would only 
provide enough to preserve the 
status quo. 


'•We’re going to have less 
money per child to operate on 
in terms of total state aid if the 
fiscal reform program goes 
through. We have certain built- 
in increases. 


“The petitions to legislators 
will ask for support of an 
enlarged program over Rom­ 
ney’s," Averill said. 


He said the groups hope to 
have at least one car load of 
marchers from each school 
district in the state at Lansing 
March 1.

It’s paradoxical, but it seems 
likely that more cedar is being 
cut in mid-upper Peninsula 
woodlands this winter than last 
year, although 
there 
is fewr 
that the pulpwood supply from 
the winter’s cut may be short of 
the needs of some mills sup­ 
plied by the area. 


In o^er years the cedar cut 
came last in the winter's pro­ 
gression of logging because 
cedar brought the lowest price. 


But two things have happen­ 
ed to change the historic pat­ 
tern of “cedar last and least.*’ 


1. The price of cedar has 
moved up until it is competi­ 
tive with pulpwood. 


2. The very deep snows of 
this winter have made cedar 
swamps more amenable to cut­ 
ting than the more open and 
upland areas where much pulp­ 
wood grows. 


Fewer PamMa 


Wesley Lehmann, auptrviaor 
of the five state forests in the 
Conservation Department’s Dis­ 
trict 3 reports that in January 
this year the department issued 
141 cutting permits tor state 
timber, compared with 174 a 
year ago, indicating less log­ 
ging in the district. It is com­ 
posed of Menominee, Delta, 
Marquette 
a n d Schoolcraft 
c<Hinties and part of Alger. 


But in Januu*y ttiis year re­ 
mittances from loggers in pay­ 
ment for state timber they cut 
totaled $18,349 compared with 
$17,294 in January, 1966. There 
has been some increase in state 
stumpage prices, but not much,

“It looks as though 
ss much cedar is being cut thia 
year as last,’* said Lehmann. 


Pulp mills in the area report­ 
ed that they found winter wood 
cutting "not quite normal" but 
that they were getting enough 
wood. Becaufe prices are up, 
they report quite a vcdume of 
pine and hardwood sawlogs 
coming out of the woods.

Michgan’s workmen’s com­ 
pensation law continues a prob­ 
lem for Michigan wood produc­ 
ers. It séte up a very stiff 
charge—almost equal to one 
quarter of payroll—^or work­ 
men’s compensation 
insurance 
coverage and requires that any 
logger who employes one or 
mure worker must have cover­ 
age. 


More Optimism 


Wisconsin and other ccmipe- 
ting states do not place such an 
item of safety overiiead on their 
loggers. In Michigan the new 
law is only now working into 
a pattern of practice; Hie hi|^- 
er price for wood has helped 
loggers to pay for the added 
cost insurance, but competi­ 
tively they’re l>ehind the 8 baU 
and there is much negation of 
the law. This is done by the 
self-employed jobbers, who are 
not subject to its <^arges, al­ 
though they are subject to the 
same 
woods 
accidents 
that 
prompted the law. 


Merton Jensen, of Sawyer- 
Stoll Timber Co., big wood pro­ 
ducers, said “of course snow 
conditions are not as bad in 
this area as they are to the 
north and our overall situation 
is pretty good. We’d like to see 
more conifers (spruce, balsam 
pulpwood) cmning out of the 
woods, but our shipments are 
fairly good yet and the paper 
mills seem to be getting into a 
little better position. 


“There is more optimism in 
the mill woodyards than Ui^e 
wa6 6 months ago and inven­ 
tories are building up. The 
cedar post production looks 
pretty good." 


ISLE ROYALE (API—As an 
example of oimt Mvage battle 
royal at Isle R«iyale, here is an 
account of a struggle between 
16 wolves and one kme cow 
moose.

David Mech who spent part of 
three winters on the island 
studying tiie relatkmáiip be­ 
tween the wolves and the moose 
there, furnished the btow-by- 
blow fight account Most of tüs 
observations were made from a 
low-flying 
plane, 
which 
the 
wolves learned to ignore. 


Last la Miehlfaa 


Only a few wolves are believed 
still hiding out In ttie most 
remote areas of the Upper 
Peninsula. 


Moose are unknown elsewhere 
in Michigan except in zoos— 
although a stray might wander 
occasionally over the ice from 
Canada. 


Isle Royale, located nearer to 
Minnesota and Canada than 
Michigan, 
is 
accessible 
to 
visitors only during the short 
Upper Peninsula summer. 


The unique combination of 
wolves and moose found there 
is one of the main reasons con­ 
servationists believe it shoukl be 
preserved as a wilderness area. 


The moose population on the 
210-mile square island in Lake 
Superior is estimated at 600. The 
wolf pack is thought to number 
only about 20. 


Recent Seitlen 


Both are fairly recent^ settlers 
on the island. 
arrivall of the 
moose, over Hie ice or swim­ 
ming ftam Canada, ia dated in 
the early 1900s. 


It is believed the wolves 
did not reach the «Hand fhm 
Canada until 1M8. 


Four ^oo-bred wolves also 
were introduced to the island. 
But since they frightened tour­ 
ists and others by friendly visit­ 
ing in search of handouts, two 


were shot and one was de- 
ported. 


Only one, "Big Jim’’, hand- 
reared in Detroit, ia beUeved to 
have survived. Obscrvors th^k 
“Big Jim" is a lone wolf they 
have seen following the larger 
wild pack. 


It is estimated this small pack 
of wolves manages to kill be­ 
tween 160 and 225 moose a year.

Mtese Died Off 


Before the wolves appeared, 
however, the moose heñí was 
estimated as high as between 
1,000 and 3,000 animals. Then 
there was a drastic die - off be­ 
cause the moose population was 
too large for the browse .avail­ 
able.

The Ck>uncil of Operation Actk>n meeting at North­ 
ern Michigan University in Marquette recently adopted 
several resolutions aimed at improving the Upper Pen­ 
insula economy. 
One petitioned the Michigan Conservation Depart­ 
ment and the U. S. Forest Service to: 


1. Continue their policy and practice of consolidat­ 
ing ownei*ships through timberland exchanges bene­ 
ficial to the UlH;»er Peninsula economy. 


2. Review and simplify, expand and expedite this 
policy and actively pursue the practice to the fullest ex­ 
tent.These are policies already embraced by the Con­ 
servation Department and Forest Service and now in 
use by them. What Operation Action, a volunteer econ­ 
omic development agency composed of industrialists» 
educators, government persons and professional people 
was suggesting was an imjAementation to create a vast 
new dimension of usage.

creased one per cent for.every 
10 per cent knocked off the 
property tax. 


(The State is concerned with 
total income and every tax ex- 
emi^on must be balanced by 
a tax added somewhere else to 
avoid a deficit.) 


S<Mneoiie Moat Pay 
A flat rate income tax of 2.5 
per cent has been proposed for 
Michigan by Governor Ronuiey. 
If property taxes were reduced 
10 per cent because of the new 
income tax, only 1.5 per cent 
of tlie 2.5 per ceint tax would 
be new income, the other 1 per 
cent would only balance the 
property tax loss. This is on the 
basis of a personal Income tax, 
not a corporate income tax. 


Purnell said that a state in­ 
come tax would get rid of **1he 
onerous 
Business 
Activities 
Tax. It is bMed on how much 
business is clone and not on 
how much is made.*' 


IfM Tiald 
Tte Business Activities Tax 
adopted in 195S taxes gross re­ 
ceipts of businesses, including 
the professions, and excluding 
banks, insurance and financial 
institutions. Rate for utilities is 
2 mills and for others 7% mills. 
Estimated 1966 fiscal year yield 
was $119 million. 


Michigan's ad valorem taxes 
increased 8 per cent in 1966 
oMor 1965!

Paul H. Douglas has gont back 
to teachiiifc economics afttr 
what he called an "18-year 
hiatus** in the U.S. Senate.

Douglas was professor of eco­ 
nomics at the Univ«rsity of Chi­ 
cago before enlisting in the 
Marine Corps during World War 
II and his years in the Senate.

Before his first lecturt to a 
strictly restricted class of 20 
Pffsons he met newsmen 
mally in the faculty room. 


Sipi>ing a scotch and aoda, he 
said he thinks Lyndon B. John­ 
son is doing *‘a good Job** as 
Presklent but that ha personal­ 
ly couldn't get along with him 
when both were in the Senate. 
He said prospects are *‘food** 
for Johnson’s re-election.

•11/* Douglas said as he relaxed 
on a scrfa. 


“It was not a happy relatk»- 
ship at all. He was heki in by 
the political situatioii in the 
state of Texas.

He's 
trying hard and, believe me, it’s 
not easy.” 


Douglas said he thinks John­ 
son has grown beyond the de­ 
mands of Texas politics. 


Douglas was reluctant to dis­ 
cuss his defeat by Percy. 


He sakI, however, that elec­ 
tion results showed "a very 
strong conservative trend — the 
people were doing so well they 
coukl afford to indulge their 
prejudices.’' 


Douglas saki he would not 
run for any office in New York. 


“I’m not an import for politi­ 
cal purposes,** he said.

Over 4.M9 Tanks 


Stalag 17B housed over 4,000 
Americans plus about 100,000 
prisoners of other nationalities. 
The camp was situated on a 
hill and on a clejar day one 
could see the city of Vienna, 
35 miles away. 


Allied bombers flew over the 
camp enroute to bomb runs in 
and around Vienna. The camp 
was utilized as an I.P. (initial 
point) on IxHnbing runs. 


A typical day as a POW be­ 
gan with a roll call at 7 or 8 
a.m. which lasted fr(»n one to 
16 hours depending on how the 
head count came out.

long with upwards to 500 men 
to a barracks. The bunks were 
triple-qucdruple. 
They

three tiers high with four beds 
side by side. This arrangement 
was meant to sleep 12 men. 


Hot water and fuel for fires 
were two other comforts absent 
in the prison. A hot bath was 
taken about once every three 
months, because of the short­ 
age of firewood to heot hot 
water. A cold bath could be 
taken every day. 


The International Red Cross 
visited the camp quarterly to 
dclcuse tlie men. Delousing was 
a chemical process by which 
the clothes of the men were 
freed of disease laden body 
parasites. In addition to the 
delousing, the men had their 
he«ds shaven clean every three 
months to get rid of lice. 


Red CroM AM 


Red Cross packages were re­ 
ceived periodically. Some of 
these food parcels, that weie 
meant to last one man about a 
v.'cek, had to be shared by five 
men. Without exception the 
German guards would puncture 
all cans in the parcels with bay­ 
onets so they could not be used 
as esc«4>e rations. The prisoners, 
however, countered them by 
using the mararine included in 
the packages to plug the punc­ 
tures. As the temperature, even 
in summer rarely ro6e above 
69 degrees the margarine kept 
the canned food from spoiling. 


Mall was received sporadical­ 
ly. Almoist without exception, 
the first six months would be 
spent without any mail. The 
Germans allowed each man to 
send two post cards and one 
letter per month. 


During the first aix> months, 
c ig ^ tte s and soip were in 
short supply but this problem 
was alleviated when prisoners 
began receiving cigarettes and 
soap' from honie. 


Caadlet Of Margarine 


As light bulbs wexe almost 
non - existent, 
the prisoners 
made candles out of margarine 
included in the Red Crocs par­ 
cels. A strip of towel was in­ 
serted into a can of the ma- 
garine and this would serve as 
light for approximately a week. 


Despite the hardships, morale 
of the airmen remained high.

For recreation, the prisoners 
put on stage plays and conduct­ 
ed talent shows. 


“I rm em ber once’* Sergeant

rolls of toilet paper, 4,000 hoc­ 
key sticks and 1,000 p ^ of ice 
skates. The hockey sticks turn­ 
ed out to be the most beneficial 


as firewood to heat water for 
instant coffee.” 


Guards Harrasaed 


The harrassment of the Ger­ 
man guards was another way 
of passing time for the men. 
On one occasion, the prisoners 
lifted the bayonet of one of the 
guards. When the man reported 
to be relieved at the end of his 
guard shift it was discovered 
that h is. bayonet was missing. 
If he didn’t find the missing 
bayonet he would be sent to 
the Russian front. 


The guard went from barracks 
to barracks, tears in his eyes, 
searching until the prisoners 
finally returned the bayonet 
to him.

Yank Hidden 
The corporal waa so well 
hidden that the Germans never 
found him, even after teardiing 
each barracks and having all 
the men bare tlusir left armi 
for signs of ihe tattoo. After 
this incident, the camp com­ 
mander paid the prisoners one 
of the highest compliments ofj 
the war when he said, “Give 
you Americans an elephant and 
10 hours time to hide him and 
we could never find hkn."
